G.S.R. 516.—WHEREAS certain regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 wore 
published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) at pages 424-428 
of the Gazette of India, Part-II, Section 3, Sub-Section (i), dated the 13 th March, 1993 under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Development) (Central Boilers Board) 
No. G.S.R. 138 dated the 26th February, 1993 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likoly to be 
alfected thereby till the 1st May, 1993. 

AND WHEREAS the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 18th March, 1993; 

AND WHEREAS the objections and suggestions received from the public were considered by the Central 

Boilers Board; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 
(5 of 1923), the Central Boilers Board hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler 
Regulations, 1950, namely;- 
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1. (1) These regulations may be called the Tndiaa Boiler (Second Amendment) Regulations, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations), in regulation 2, for 
clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(g) “Inspecting Authority” means an authority recognised by the Central Boilers Board in the manner as 
laid down in regulations 4A to 4H, as competent to grant a certificate in Form II, 1IA or I1B.”. 

3. In the said regulations, in regulation 4, iu sub-regulation (f) in the Note.— 

(i) in the opening portion, after the words “Well-known Tube Makers”, the following shall be inserted 
namely:— 

“recognised by the Central Boilers Board in the manner as laid down in regulations 4A to 4H”; 

(ii) after the words, “certificate from the Well-known Tube Makers”, the following words shall be added 
namely:— 

“as aforesaid”. 

4. In the said regulations, in regulation 17,—• 

(i) for sub-regulation (a), the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(a) Plates—For shell platos, butt straps and plates, gusset plates, end plates, furnaco plates and flanging 
plates one tensile test piece shall be cut from each plate as rolled.”; 

(ii) sub-regulation (b) shall be omitted; 

(iii) sub-regulation (c) shall be renumbered as sub-regulation (b). 

5. In the said regulations, in regulation 20, for sub-rogulation (a), the following sub-regulation shall be subs, 
tituted, namely:— 

“(a) Plates—A bond test shall be taken from each plate as rolled. The bend test from shell plates, butt straps 
and other plates which have not to be flanged or worked in the fire or which when in use are not to be 
exposed to flame shall be cold bend test.”. 

6 . In the said regulations, in regulation 56A, after sub-rogulation (x), the following sub-rogulation shall be 
added, namely :-— 

“(xi) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rogulation (x), the hydraulic test for tubes in makers' pre¬ 
mises shall be dispensed with by the Inspecting Authority provided that the tubes are subject to non¬ 
destructive testing by an appropriate method like ultrasonic or/and Eddy current testing". 

7. In the said regulations, in regulation 290, for sub-rogulation (e), the following sub-regulations shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely:— 

“(e) the numbor of valves and fittings which shall be made available to the Inspecting Officer (excluding mech¬ 
anical tests) shall be as follows: 

Upto and including 51mm 10 percent. 

Over 51mm and upto and including 76 mra 15 % of the number of cliost. 

Over 76mm and upto and including 114 mm 20% of the number of chests. 

Over 114mm 100 percent. 

If the Inspecting Authority is satisfied that the manufacturer has adequate facilitie; for testing and ins¬ 
pection of valves intended for service pressure exceeding 10.5 kg/cm a or temperature exceeding 204°C 
and actually tests each fitting at his works, the Inspecting Authority may, at his discretion, undertake test 
on a sample basis.”.

395E Fees for inspection of feed water heaters and other fittings.—Fees for inspection of feed water heaters

(i) Fees for inspection of feed water heater shall be equal to the registration fee of the boiler subject 
to a maximum of Rs. 5000/-

(b) In the case of Carbon steel tubes or pipes less than 50mm. outside diameter or less than 1000 mm. in length 
the information specified in clause (a) of this regulation shall be marked on a tag securely attached to the 
bundle or box. 

(c) For alloy steel tubes or pipes marking shall not be stamped on the body of the tubes or pipes. The infor¬ 
mation specified in sub-regulation (a) of this regulation shall be stamped on the end face of plain end 
pipes or on the rims of flanges or on indentification plates suitably attached to the pipes or tubes. Ins¬ 
pection or identification marks may be painted on the alloy steel tubes or pipes provided iron oxide base 
or titanium base paints are used. 

(d) Tubes or pipes conforming to a foreign standard or code, which have been accepted by the Board undor 
regulation 3(2), marking shall be stamped in accordance with the provision of that standard or code, as 
the case may be.”

2. A fortnight's notice of a meeting shall be given to the 
members. 

3. The applications received for any of the posts mentioned 
in Statute 12, may, where necessary, be screened by a Com¬ 
mittee appointed for the puropse by the Vice-Chancellor. 
The Screening Committee may short list the applications 
taking into account the qualififications and experience pre¬ 
scribed and available posts.
